CHICK REPORTS 
CADILLAC AHEAD 
IN FINE CAR SALES 


Detroit, Dec. 10.—Recently com- 
piled figures covering the first ten 
months of this year show Cadillac- 


La Salle leading its price class in 
sales volume, according to J. C. 
Chick, general sales manager of the 
Cadillac Motor Car Company. 

Although complete figures for 
November are not yet available, re- 
ports from several large cities 
throughout the country indicate 
that Cadillac-La Salle has not only 
sustained but has increased its sales 
rate during that month. 

During the ten months ended 
October 31, Cadillac-La Salle de- 
livered 35.1 per cent. of all the cars 
sold in its price group. This figure 
shows an increase of 5 per cent. 
over the same period last year.

NEW CAR SALES | 
IN INDIANAPOLIS 
TOP NOVEMBER ’30. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 10.—New 
car registrations in Marion county 
showed a gain of about 17 per cent. 
in November this year over the same | 
month of last year, although drop- 
ping off about 35 per cent. below 
October, 1931, according to figures 
compiled by the Indianapolis Auto- 
mobile Trade Association. 

Prospects of the current year’s 
exceeding the total of 1930 ap- 
peared rather dim, but the possi- 
bility has not been thoroughly dis- 
sipated, inasmuch as the early in- 
troduction of the new Chevrolet 
will unquestionably stimulate sales 
in that field to some extent this} 
month. The trade association’s fig- 
ures show the eleven months’ total 
to be 367 cars behind the total of 
10,815 for the same period of 1930, 
but due to the fact that the plac- 
ing on sale of the 1932 automobile 
license plates December 15 will 
bring about the registration of large 
numbers of cars previously pur- 
chased and operated without secur- 
ing new licenses will likewise add 
materially to the December total. 
So far this month, however, the 
average registrations are less than 
ten a day. 

Excluding Ford from the total the 
year would show a very definite in- 
crease, this line falling more than 
2,000 cars behind so far this year.

Nine Car Makes Gain 
In Cook County Sales 


Chicago, Dec. 10.—New car regis- 
trations in Cook county for eleven 
months this year were 59,590, com- 
pared with 177,441 for the same 
period of 1930. Gains are credited 
to nine different makes, Chevrolet, 
Pontiac, Oldsmobile, Auburn, Plym- 
outh, Dodge, Whippet 4—Willys 6, 
Cadillac and Marmon. 

Listings for November were 1,937, 
compared with 1,851 for the same 
month of the preceding year - In- 
tidentally November was the only 
month to show a gain for this year. 
April proved the peak month with 
9,141, with May standing second with 
8,104, Last year May was the high- 
est with 11,356 and April second 
best with 11,171. 

Ford showed a 46 per cent. loss for 
the eleven months, compared with | 
last year, the figures being 15,608, 
against 29,194. 
were 3,446 ahead of those for Chev- 
rolet, which scored a total of 12, 162, |

It assures the owner 
of the longest possible car life 
through regular and expert lubrica- 
tion attention. It guarantees him 
the lowest possible upkeep and oper- 
ating costs and safeguards him 
against the expense, delay and in- 
convenience of breakdowns and pre- 
mature repairs. It gives him bat- 
tery and electrical service, mechani- 
cal service and tire service on the 
road, or towing without charge, 
within the city limits of Seattle.” 

Two following pages are devoted 
to the lubrication service, a point 
being made of “the right lubricant 
in the right place at the right time.” 
The inspection service “that keeps 
the car always ‘in tune’” is then 
“sold” on the next two pages. No 
charge is made for minor adjust- 
ments, but if major repairs are 
deemed advisable the suggestion is 
made to the owner. 

The emergency road service and 
towing is then detailed, with an- 
other two pages devoted to the ex- 
pert character of the work done by 
the employees. The closing talk is
